The Republican Convention, 

The most interesting feature of the con- 
vention yesterday was the discussion pre- 
cipitated by a resolution introduced by 
Bryant to the effect that the honors and 
emoluments of the republican party in 
Georgia should be divided between 
blacks and whites in the proportion of 
half and half. A substitute was imme- 
diately offered providing that the ap- 
pointment of officers should be in pro- 
portion to numbers, namely: that the 
colored republicans are entitled to three- 
fourths of the offices, and that this appor- 
tionment should prevail in the selection 
of delegates to Chicago. We presume 
that whatever comment Tue Constitv- 
TION may make upon this disposition on 
the part of the majority of the convention 
will be quoted by Bryant and the white 
republicans as an attempt to break up 
the party, but as every sensible colored 
man knows that the party could not be 
weaker in Georgia than it is to-day, it is 
just as well that the negroes should en- 
joy that to which they are entitled. 

There is no donbt that there has been 
money used upon the delegates, and that 
a bargain was consummated by which 
the real wishes of the colored republi- 
cans of Georgia are to be ignored. A 

nixed Blaine and Sherman delegation 
will go to Chicago. Colonel Akerman 
beldly charged the bargain in a speech 
on the floor of the convention. Bryant 
denied it and demanded the proof, and 
immediately Colonel Jack Brown an- 
nounced that he held the proof in his 
hand.

Mr. Tilden and the Democratic Party. 
The rejoinder of the News and Courier 
to some remarks recently made by Tris 
CONSTITUTION in reply to our contempo- 
rary’s estimate of the temper of the south 
with respect to Mr. Tilden leaves noth- 
ing at issue between us worth discussiny. 
The News and Courier says the South 
Carolina democracy will not bolt if he is 
nominated, and we say that under simi- 
lar circumstances the democracy of 
neither Georgia nor the south will bolt. 
We have never said that there was any 
enthusiasm in Georgia or in any part of 
the south in favor of Mr. Tilden. There 
is not. We have merely claimed that 
there was no decided opposition to him 
in Georgia or elsewhere in the south. 
But when this is said all is said, for it 
must be confessed that Mr. Tilden does 
not cut an attractive figure in politics—a 
fact which we have heretofore dwelt 
upon in these columns. Howbeit, the 
| people of the south are willing to do him 
justice, provided he can do the demo- 
cratic party justice. They are willing to 
support him upon the condition that he 
can harmonize the factions in his 
own state. They are willing, but they 
are not eager, and this lack of eagerness 
is due to a fact which has not very clearly 
impressed itself upon the News and 
Courier. That fact is that the issue 6f 
fraud is not a personal issue. It was not 
Mr. Tilden who was wronged by the in- 
famy of the electoral.commission, but 
the majority of the American people 
represented by the democratic party. 
Mr. Tilden himself perceived this, and 
this was his excuse for his silence and in- 
action ata very critical period. “It is 
“not my duty to protest,”-he said in 
effect, “it is the duty of the democratic 
“party of the country.” His attitude at 
this juncture has subjected him to se- 
vere criticism, but he could consistently 
occupy no other position. It was nota 
personal matter then, and it is not a per- 
sonal matter now. His connection with 
it is in the nature of a contingency, and 
his retirement now would render it no 
less incumbent upon the party to make 
the great electoral frauds of 1876 an issue 
in the campaign of 1880. Itisa matter 
that cannot be belitted, in the first piace, 
by charging the result to the personal in- 
activity or timidity of Mr. Tilden, nor 
can the issue be limited, in the second 
place, to his personal successin 1880. It 
is this feeling on the part of the people 
that has done so much to disconnect Mr. 
Tilden from the results of the frauds, 
and it is this feeling which has conspired, 
other elements being lacking, to cool the 
enthusiasm which might exist in favor 
of the ticket that was elected in 1876.

A reporter of the Cincinnati Enquirer in- 
terviewed General William MacRae, general 
manager of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, relative to the failureof that road to 
run an extra train to connéct with the ex- 
press train of the Cincinnati Southern, 
which the officers of the latter say was 
promised them. 

General MacRae states that it was his in- 
tention to have put on a train for the 
especial accommodation of the Southern 
road, but after having so decided notice was 
received from the Louisville and Great 
Southern that the running of such a train 
would be deemed by the Louisville folks as 
an act of discrimination in faver of the 
Southern road. This notice, coupled with 
the strong provisions Lemming in of the 
charter of the Western and Atlanta rail- 
road company against ary discrimination, 
decided him to decline putting on the ex- 
tra train. He wag willing to do anything 
he could to meet the wishes of the manage- 
ment of the Southern road whicn did not 
subject the Western and Atlantic to the 
charge of discrimination. 

General MzecRae thinks thereis another 
side to the question of connections between 
the Western and Atlantic and the Soutbern, 
which: Cincinnati should consider. To run 
in close connection with the present sched- 
ule of the Southern, the Western and At- 
lantic wonid have to break its present con- 
nections with the several roads centering at 


ton, the Nashville and Chattanooga and the 
Alabama Great Southern -at Chattanooga; 
with the East Tennessee and the Selma, 
Rome and Dalton at Dalton, and with sev 
eral local side lines between Atlanta and
